PC GAMES UP 400% 


The UK computer leisure market is 
heading for one of the biggest shake- 
ups for many years. The Commodore 
Amiga/Atari ST two-way fight is finally 
being threatened by a third force, in the 
shape of the РС. 

Following hard on the heels of 
Amstrad's PC Games Pack launch (see 
Express 148), Commodore — which already 
markets Europe's most successful 16-bit 
games machine, the Amiga — is dropping 
heavy, though guarded, hints that it is to 
launch its own games PC this Christmas. 

On the other hand, it is in 
Commodore's interests to give the impres- 
Sion it has a PC leisure bundle waiting in 
the wings, if only as a spoiler to Amstrad's 
16-bit leisure invasion. 


AMIGA UNDER PRESSURE 
If nothing else, Commodore's comments 
indicate it is having to look seriously at the 


PC as a major league leisure software for- | 


mat, and as a threat to the Amiga's hitherto 
seemingly unassailable position. 

In fact the computer leisure industry is 
now beginning to sit up and take notice of 
the PC, previously seen as a staid, boring 
business tool. 

Increasingly software houses are 
releasing games for the format. Publishers 


such as Psygnosis, with the best selling 
Lemmings, Lucasfilm, with the tremen- 
dously successful Secret of Monkey Island, 
US Gold with Links Golf, Ocean with 
Gauntlet 3 — all are looking at the rapid 
growth in PC sales (see box). 


THE PC IS THE FUTURE 
Amstrad insists that its move into 16-bit 
games has a brilliant future. According to 
an Amstrad spokesman this week: “It's the 
future. The PC is an all round machine. It 
will beat the ST and Amiga in the long run. 

“People with a lack of judgement as to 
what is required from a computer,” he went 
on, ‘will continue to buy STs and Amigas 
for a while yet, but the home budget cannot 
support a machine which is purely games 
based, and how many people really use 
their STs and Amigas for anything else?" 

Commodore's Kelly Sumner views this 
attitude with some cynicism: "Yes, techni- 
cally there are more PCs in the UK market 
than any other. Amstrad has a point. But in 


| terms of leisure, they're being quite silly.

HOW THE THREE FORMATS STACK UP 


An analysis of full-price sales compiled 
by the European Leisure Software 
Publishers Association (ELSPA) from the 
sales returns of 15 leading games 
houses over the period July 1990 to June 
1991 reveals some interesting trends. 

Of the 2,439,058 games sold 759,438 
were Amiga titles — that's a respectable 
2996 share of the entire games market. 
By comparison ST and PC games sales 
across the period accounted for 12% and 
9% respectively. 

But of more long term interest are 
the tremendous inroads the PC is making 
into the leisure arena. In July 90, only 





6,700 PC games were sold in the UK, 
while a year later the figure was 26,300 - 
a massive increase of 389%. 

Even though the Amiga's share of 
the market has risen to 38% in the last 
three months, the PC's growth rate is 
currently averaging 60% each month!. 

In July last year the PC had only 6% 
of the market, but by June 1991 this had 
risen to nearly 13%. By comparison, the 
‘ST began this same 12 month period with 
15%, steadily dropping to 11%. Since 
May, more games have been bought by 
PC owners than ST ones. And that's a 
trend which looks to set to continue.

AMSTRAD'S NIN 


Amstrad has confirmed that it is to launch 
several new business machines. It has also 
confirmed details of its Games Pack PC 
and details of the two new PCWs. Both of 
the latter were exclusively revealed by 
Express in issue 143. 

Leading the Essex-based firm's re-entry 
into the business market is the PC5000 series. 
Already being heralded by industry insiders as 
the PC1640s of the 1990's, the two machines 
are small footprint designs. They are the 
РС5086 and PC5286. Not exactly highly 
specified now that the 80286 has been 
usurped by the 80386 and even the 80486 
microprocessors, the PCs are aimed at the 
home users or small businesses.

Big Blue has had to withdraw 
its 50MHz 80486 upgrade cards 
for the PS/2 models 90 and 95 
because Intel, which makes the 
processor has discovered an 
unspecified fault. 

IBM and Intel have been 
working closely together for 10 
years now, but recently the once 
close relationship has been seen 
to have gained some distance. 

The 486 upgrade has been 
shipped since 12 August, but 
according to Tara Sexton of IBM, 
only “a limited number" have so 
far got into the hands, and PS/2s, 
of customers.

It 
does however, expect to restart 
production in the near future.

One of the problems of the Atari ST TOS desktop is that 
it is, frankly, ugly.

a VR house via a treadmill, feeling the wind and 
dust particles around a NASA spaceship? Or maybe 
interaction is for you. Play electronic table tennis with 
4,000 other people at the same time, or how about 
some multimedia theatre watching live actors cavorting 
‘on stage with 3D computer animations? 

If this sounds like fun to you, a week at Siggraph — 
the world's leading computer graphics conference and 
exhibition held in the US each year — is what you need. 
But before you start thinking it's just one big Digital 
Disneyland, Siggraph also acts as a serious launchpad 
for new products and runs important technical panels. 
You see computer scientists rushing around with the 
latest algorithms (which we'll see on our computers in 
about three years time), film directors eager to lure 
audiences with the latest special effects, men from 
defence establishments putting on friendly faces but 
deadly serious underneath, and ashen-faced animators 
who have spent 24 hours a day for the last year to get a 
piece in the Electronic Theatre.

IMMERSIVE EXPERIENCES 
The jewel in Siggraph's crown was the interactive 
gallery, called Tomorrow's Realities Today. The title is 
apt. We've heard so much about VR, but in the UK at 
least, it has so far delivered more vapourware than 
substance. But here was something different. Big 
companies such as Boeing and Northrop and institutions 
such as NASA and the University of North Carolina 
demonstrating VR systems with practical uses. 

It was obvious, too, that our perception of VR is 
based too much in the external paraphenalia — goggles 
and gloves. VR has burst out of the eggshell and into 
early adolescence. Now there are various types of 
interaction — passive, passive/interactive, interactive 
branching and full interactive; now participation can be 
individual, or in small or large groups. Now besides 
body, hand, head and eye sensors we have voice 
recognition, skin conductive response, respiration, blood 
pressure and EEG feedback devices. 

Now we have transducers which can transform 
ultrasound, electromagnetic fields, atomic particles, 
radioactivity, X-rays, ultra-violet, radio, intra-red and 
microwaves into data for a VR experience. Outputs to

participants include visual — vector/raster LCD monitors 
or projectors, head-mounted stereoscopic or direct write 
to retina, and auditory — 2D static, 3D static or 3D 
dynamic, along with tactile force feedback, vibration, 
motion wind and temperature. And on a macro scale, the 
immersive experience that gloves and goggles provide is 
only one of several VR experiences. 


LIFE ON A SLICE 
Of equal importance is the desktop where viewers look 
at 3D world through a portal, steering through worlds, 
and the third person metaphor where users view images 
of themselves interacting with virtual environments. 

Life on a Slice is one such piece. The user's image, 
which is captured via video camera, interacts on-screen 
with a virtual image. When the user's image touches an 
icon it triggers. With each choice of icon a line is added

before! These ones are under going cell di 
and the image was created on a Vax mainframe 
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to a digital poem. The idea is developed in Geisha Snall 
and Phospate Samurai — narratives in which the user 
goes on a journey and there are many potential endings. 
Author Beverley Reiser wants the computer to explore 
poetic and narrative structures. She uses Mandala 
software on the Amiga 2000, a live digitiser, 4-track 
Tascam PortaStudio with Yamaha digital sequencer, 
Roland keyboard and Yamaha electric piano. It's weird. 


TRAM TRAVEL 

Moviemap of Karlsruhe allows you to travel at any speed 
on the German city's tram lines — backward or forward. 
You are ten foot away from a big screen and have a 
broomstick lever to control speed and foot controls for 
direction. How did they do it? The 100 km of track was 
filmed by 16mm at 2, 4, 6 and 6 metres per frame, 
assuring seamless match cuts. A Mac |l using 
HyperCard controls a large projected video image from a 
Pioneer 8000 videodisc player with a built-in frame buffer 
eliminating blanking during searches. 

The Mandala VR system is an important ‘third 
person' system and has been widely used — to date for 
business presentations, teleconferencing, physio- 
therapy, medical rehabilitation, handicapped empower- 
ment, training, trade shows, billboards, amusement 
parks and TV production. 

Mandala is easy to use authoring software. Paint 
packages can be made interactive by event types, for 
example, giving a ball bounce or sounds. The users 
image is digitised at up to 30 frames per second and 
displayed on their own bitplane on the screen. The 
software monitors the data frame by frame to interact 
with animations in other planes. Through contact tech- 








niques, animations are transformed to different states 
and simultaneously trigger off events. At Siggraph they 
used a system where users navigate through virtual 
corridors to rooms where they participate in training. 
They use an Amiga 500, real time video digitiser, video 
display, camera, genlock and MIDI synthesiser. 

Imagine painting directly on the screen without a 
mouse. Well it isn't a dream anymore thanks to Myron 
Kreuger and VideoPlace and Videodesk. It consists of a 
terminal, light table and camera. The image of the users 
hands is superimposed over the application on the 
Computer. Processors analyse the hands' image and it 
is used to duplicate mouse functions. You start drawing 
with up to ten fingers and make several commands 
simultaneously — mouse manufacturers, please note. 

For 3D graphics try the University of North 
Carolina's 3dm, a 3D VR modelling system. This is for 
two users with gloves and goggles. A toolbox full of 


icons with audio assists floats near the user and is | 


accessed by a 6DF mouse (it has another three 
dimensions when you pick it up). On entry to virtual 
worlds, users see a cursor, toolbox, magic carpet and 
checkerboard floor. The carpet represents the extent of 
the tracking area. So you start constructing models in 
3D with the tools and can move them interactively. 

The University of North Carolina's VR applications 
merit a book and have to be seen to be believed. At 
Siggraph they showed a radiation therapy treatment 
planning system where you direct cancer killing beams 
into a digitised patient's body, a system where you fly in 
and out of atoms and molecules, an architectural 


walkthrough with a special ceiling and head display | 


cameras which trigger infra-red beams and tell the 
computer where you are in the room and a VR based 
exercise bike — the simulation adjusts the pedaling 
resistance according to the terrain. 


NOW FOR THE THEATRICS 
Enough of VR and hypermedia what about the 
Electronic Theatre. There's a buzz — after all #5 not 
every evening you try and get into The Guiness Book of 
Records. In a world first they are attempting to institute 
an immediate feedback system. But what are those 
plastic lollipops on the seats? It turns out that they're 
made of the most reflective material commercially 
available — Reflexite. One side is red, the other green. 
As the audience waggles its sticks, at the back of the 
hall CCD Video cameras pick up the red and green light 
and feed it into a PC 486 with VBista and Vision boards, 
process the data in real time and project it on to the 
cinema screen. It looks like a computer screen — lots of 
red and green pixels in rows. You can even find out 
which is your pixel by a little experimentation. 

But red and green can mean something else. The 
audience is divided into left and right and up comes 
interactive electronic table tennis. Red is up, green is 
down and the puck starts flying accompanied by oohs 
and ahhhs. When the 400 or so audience becomes 
bored, it's on to the interactive flight simulator — same 
principle, different results, with some wanting to crash 
the plane and others to keep it airborne. 

Enough of instant interaction and on to multimedia 
theatre. George Coates Performance Works, is a 
multimedia ensemble which puts on presentations 
incorporating live actors and music, back projected 
slides, 16mm film projection and direct stereoscopic 
computer projection. The audience wears 3D 
Stereoscopic glasses and sees astounding 3D sets, 
projected from the 3D computer database. They change 
frequently from ancient Greek to Twenty First Century. 


It's all achieved by a special radical tilt screen, | 


which looks like a flat surface but actually contains 
space. Lighting techniques focus on the actors, but it 
doesn't interfere with the projected data. The story is 
about some players connecting their spinal cords to a 
multimedia database and how they interact with each 
other and the data around them. The most memorable 
Scene is an actor dancing with a wire frame model from 
the latest Mac animation package, Kinetic Effects. 


The 3D glasses came in useful for the film show | 


where they had to be worn for five pieces. One Journey 
into the 4th Dimension, comes from a theme park ride in 
Japan where there are motion seats, holographic 
sounds, wind and smells. Although without these, being

taken into farthest space and under the sea with a 
camera's eye view of narrow escapes made you dizzy 
enough without wobbling seats or puking down 
someone's back to worry about. 


ON ANOTHER THEME 

But besides immersion in 3D data, what were other 
themes? Dirty, cruddy images have become trendy. 
After all, computer images have traditionally been bright 
shiny and pristine. Now via special algorithms your com- 
| puter graphics can be dirty. Turning one object seam- 
| lessly into another is also catching on. It's achieved with 
| a Public Domain algorithm and called morphing 
| (remember Willow where the turtle becomes a tiger). 


Imagine painting | 
directly on the 
screen without a 
mouse. Well it isn’t 
| a dream any more 


At Siggraph the same effect is seen in several 
| pieces including an advertisement for Chrysler Cars to 
| the latest effect in Terminator Il, where an organic metal 
blob turns into Arnold Schwarzenegger, and back again. | 
Apparently so much money was spent on the effects 
that they're not saying how it was done, but one inspired 
guess was that they filmed melting soap and digitised 
| the live action. Special shaders matched the live action 
lighting. The effects are shudderingly realistic. 

Computer graphic faces are doing things they | 
haven't done before. Metal ones turn to water, beautiful 
ones turn ugly in seconds. The search for photorealism 
is as strong as ever. Objects are more realistic. After all 
they shouldn't detract from the narrative. 


COMPANIES JOIN IN | 
Consuming vast amounts of computer power, | 
companies such as Hewlett Packard showed how they | 
could simulate coloured light — at the Ronchamp 
Chapel. IBM showed how it could realistically simulate

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falling leaves, Apple, how it could create swirls. Karl 
Sims showed a new way of making pictures by 
interactively evolving equations. Two companies used 
sound mapping to tell a tale of frustration, another in an 
advertisement for sweets. As an animated tube careers 
across a piano, the right hand movements of the pianist 
were converted from MIDI to drive the animated 
keyboard. And importantly, knowledge ‘lost to mankind’ 
was brought to life in sensitively treated high definition 
television in two pieces; one created from architectural 
data on Abusimbel, the other natural history data on 
prehistoric animals. 

And you don't have to have the latest kit to make it 
into the world's best computer film show. James 
Duesing used a PC running Cubicomp to tell a narrative 
about 21st century citizens visiting polluted sites to 
reminisce about their heritage. 

And you don't need to spend a fortune on big 


| systems either. Eku Wand transformed the poems of 


Ernst Jandi via a talking screen divided into a grid of 20 
pairs of lips speaking at irregular times using an Amiga 
2000, DeLuxe Paint II and a digitiser. It's effective. And 
a note for budding animators. Although Pixar's entry 
was a cut down version of Luxo Jnr, illustrating via ‘big 
lamp’ and ‘little lamp’ the difference between light and 
heavy balls, the timing was perfect, the narrative simple, 
and despite all the MIPS and Megaflops of previous 
pieces, still managed to raise the biggest cheer. 


SUPERCOMPUTERS ONLY? 
But isn't all this a bit esoteric? Something for the realms 
of the supercomputer boys and girls, or at least those 
with a Silicon Graphic Power Series workstation — not 
for the likes of you and me running XTs and Pluses? 
No. Computer power virtually doubles every 18 months 
and software inevitably becomes more sophisticated. 

On the Siggraph exhibition floor the trend was. 
obvious — the latest Silicon Graphics machine was 
calling itself a PC — the Indigo, going for $6,500. It runs 


| much of the software — from Alias, Soft Image, TDI and 


Wavefront that went into creating many of the above. 
Although when you get it home, don't be surprised it's 
only an 8-bit screen and hasn't got a hard disk. 

Other hot products — most new workstations had 
graphics and processing systems coupled tighter 
together and most had live video windows. The facility 
was shown off in a live videoconferencing demo from 
DEC, RasterOps and Brooktree via three video cameras 
perched on workstations — with results displayed real 
lime in windows. 

Hyperspeed is a board giving 64-bit and personal 
supercomputer on the PC. Tektronix’ new Phaser III Pxi 
thermal wax printers can output on to plain paper. 
Autodesk released a Pro version of Animator — the 
resolution has improved and anti-aliasing is included. 


| Sun and IBM demonstrated head trackers, showing VR 


is serious business — the latter also showed stereo 
glasses to access 3D models, as did ModaCad. Apple's 
QuickTime stood out as an important breakthrough — 
further narrowing the gap between TV and print and 
possibly heralding a desktop video revolution much like 
DTP in the eighties. They had some good interactive 
multimedia newpaper demos. Windows got its first 3D 
product in Upfront from Alias, an example of 
sophisticated UNIX software migrating down. 


ON THE SMALL SIDE 
And what about VR on smaller computers? VPL is 
making VR peripherals for micros. Autodesk is making 
noises about a big launch for PCs and with a substantial 
user base it could take off fast, Sense 8 has World 
ToolKit software which runs on a PC. Virtus has a good 
VR through the portal system which runs on a Mac. And 


| compression technology is coming on leaps and bounds 


making video editing and playback from disks, and 
therefore multimedia, (now coined unimedia) a reality. 
So why is it that when you visit a corporate site, m 
there's row upon row of grey/brown terminals emanating 
green ASCI text when users could have so much more 
fun, connectivity, interactivity-and colour in their work?

fter word processors, spreadsheets are arguably 

the second most popular pieces of software. The 

trouble is, though, only the most basic are easy to 
use. Once you start throwing in a whole bunch of 
options like sophisticated database functions, 3D 
graphics, and DTP features such as text and font 
control you can run into problems. 

Excel 3 is the latest version of the spreadsheet 
something like 95 per cent of Mac owners use. And with 
it comes a Mac-style user-friendliness that consigns the 
most difficult functions to pull-down menus and on- 
screen buttons. While the program can be configured to 
use only 2Mb of hard disk space, to draw on all its 
resident features — tutorials, sample files and add-ins — 
requires a massive БМО of space.

However, it 
is usually worthwhile to write a key 
definition file for use with SETKEYS to 
get the best out of programs. 

"Having said that, all the word- 
processing, database, spreadsheet, 
graphics and drawing packages | have 
tried on both CPC and PCW produce 
datafiles which can be read by either 
version of the program and in some 
cases by the PC versions of the same 
program. 

"But though PCW 8000 series 
machines will read files from a CPC or 
6128 Plus disk, they cannot save them to 
such a disk.

It 
can't make sense of 175K system disks, 
though. Neither can the CPC make much 
sense of 173K CF2 format PCW disks...)

"Of these, PCWDBP.COM only 
works with drive B: but has a program to 
revert to CPC/6128 Plus format without 
having to reboot CP/M, as you have to 
with most other programs. As it was 
published as an assembler program, it 
can also be adapted for use with other 
disk formats. 

“8256.COM comes on a disk (Spool, 
Shell and other Utilities) which includes a 
program to format both CPC and PCW 
disks. So CPC/6128 Plus users do not 
have to rely on having access to a PCW 
in order to create PCW format disks. 

"PCW format disks can be used 
either in the CPC or 6128 Plus's drive B: 
directly with the relevant program or in 
either drive to transfer copies of data files 
lo or from a CPC or 6128 Plus format 
disk in the other drive. 

"PC disks can't be used with a CPC 
program but CP/M-MSDOS file transfer 
programs such as 2in1 from Moonstone 
Computing can be used to transfer data 
from CPC to PC and back. However, 
most PC programs don't use identical 
datafiles to those used on the CPC.”

SIX SECOND WONDER 
As reported in Express 147 a new 
3.5-inch disk drive is to be released for 
the C64 by TIB. The device plugs 
Straight into the cartridge port, as 
Opposed to the disk drive socket, 
relinquishing the need for a cumbersome 
power-pack. 

TIB claims the £90 drive will 
primarily appeal to programmers, in 


which case the company's decision to 
bundle it with a games compilation 
seems a bit odd. 

On average an entire 64k of 
information can be loaded in under 6 
seconds — now, forgive me if I'm wrong, 
but won't 6-second loading be more 
advantageous to a multi-load game than 
а programmer? 

If the drive is successful, and let's 


hope it is, it could banish cartridges (and 
the GS) forever, simply because the 
disks are staggeringly cheap to produce 
and they can hold more information than 
a standard ROM cartridge (about 720k). 

John Rowlands, full time 
programmer from APEX, reckons, "It will 
definitely be a good programmer's tool, 
with the storage space/fast loading being 
ideal. From a games point of view it 
becomes a little awkward, and ultimately 
it is down to the software houses to 
produce software for it in order to lure the 
public into purchasing it." 

Compilations would certainly be the 
best products to achieve this initially, but 
whether the drive will take off is no sure 
thing, Had it been released two or three 
years ago, the situation would have been 
totally different, and as a result the GS 
would probably never have been released.

At the top of each is a huge treasure 
chest, except for the fourth; here you will 
find the obligatory end-ot-level meanie — 
level one, for example, features a 
gigantic spider. 

Thankfully, the main character is 
able to cast rainbows which instantly kill 
anything in their paths. Crushing an 
island inhabitant (as opposed to zapping 
it) results in a lovely coloured gem being 
lett behind.

Our hero, Tiki, is the only free Kiwi — 
all twenty of his chums have been 
imprisoned by the aforementioned bad 
guy. Armed only with a bow and arrow, 
and a nifty snorkel, it's up to Tiki to save 
the day. 

The game is divided into five levels, 
each consisting of four separate 'rounds'. 
The aim in each one is to rescue an 
encaged kiwi. This task is made ever 
more hazardous by a multitude of weird 
creatures that try to hinder you. Some 
ride around on balloons and floating 
platforms which can be hijacked by Tiki 
to fly around the level; he can nick some 
of their weapons too. 

Each round is huge, with some 
rather cunning watery mazes to swim 
through. There are also lots of fatally 
spikey things lying around. 

On the final round of each level you 
come face to face with a huge baddy. 
For example, level one's is a big, pink 
whale, while level two boasts a grey 
squid. Hmmm. 

The graphics are a little dull in 
places, but do their job well enough, and 
the music is jolly. What really lets the 
whole game down is some shoddy 
Collision-detection, often making platform 
negotiation tedious. 

The Rainbow Collection is available 
on cassette for £9.99 and on disk for 
£15.99, and, apart from the annoying 
New Zealand Story, is an extremely 
enjoyable package.

PREDICTABLE FARE 
AT THE ATARI FAIR 


This year's Atari Fair at Dusseldorf 
presented no real surprises. The TT and 
the Mega STE were well to the fore, with 
the main stand featuring 20 partially 
networked machines and TT systems 
running the Unix operating system, 

The STPad (or whatever Atari has 
changed its name to this week), the ST- 
compatible ‘notebook’ on whose screen 
you can write just as you would on a 
piece of paper, was being shown off. 

There was also a complete 
demonstration of how a printer-ready 
copy of a magazine is put together, using 
the DTP systems available for the ST 
(Calamus in particular, the show being 
German). It took the process from 
original layouts to four-colour 
‘separations using a Linotype/Hell Pre- 
Press System - a similar machine to the 
one on which all Future Publishing's 
magazines are produced. 

Possibly the most interesting item 
was composer Ratko Delorko's 
performance of excerpts from the world’s 
first electronically-controlled opera, 

Die Ey. Delorko uses his ST and the 

sequencing package Notator to feed the 
music for his opera to a synthetic sound 
generator, which in turn is transferred to 


rigged, but few people would argue that 
the same applies to the software charts. 

After all, there is much less vested 
interest in the sale of software than there 
is in the sale of singles or albums. But 
charts are at the best of times only a 
rough indicator of the nation's current 
tastes and occasionally something goes 
awry with ridiculous effects.

the resonance board of a grand piano by 
means of the Audio Forte System, from 
the German company Schimmel. 

He then conducts the singers and 
accompanies them on the grand piano, 
As a system, it sounds convoluted and 
unnecessary, but it does show Just what 
can be achieved with an ST, and perhaps 
even points the way for future large-scale 
performances, 


ST version of Railroad Tycoon is still 
being completed. 

After some umming and ahhing, the 
companies gave the explanation that the 
barcodes on the PC version of the 
games were being confused for the ST 
version, and thus the sales were clocking 
up. This explanation is similar to that 
given by CDS when Steve Davis’ World 
Snooker mysteriously appeared in the 
full-price chart when it was being sold for 
a budget price. 

These explanations are probably 
taken to be reasonable by most ST 
owners. Nevertheless, there аге 
undoubtedly other people who wonder if 
there isn't more behind these slip-ups 
than meets the eye, perhaps involving 
corruption in high(ish) places. | do not, of 
course, number myself among this group 
(remember, libel is a serious charge) 

If there is nothing more behind 
these anomalies than faulty barcodes, 
surely the barcode system, ín whichever 
form it's used, should be scrutinised and 
the necessary improvements made to it. 
If the software companies themselves 
don't know when something is wrong, 
how are we to know that any of the 
games in the charts belong there at all?

whether you succeed or not. 

Then there's a Lemmings-inspired section where a 
naked bimbo swims along underwater collecting pearls. 
while you blast away at enemies which she might 
otherwise collide with. It might work if the character 
responded to the controls in some way, but she has a 
mind of her own which makes the stage unplayable. 
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* Geisha - the game that's as entertaining as 
watching a bonsai tree grow 
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There's a completely pointless card-game sequence, a 
maze shoot-em-up section called Penetration, and lots of 
other stuff that's frankly just too tedious to go into. 

The whole thing is wrapped up in lazy and annoying 
presentation including lengthy intros that you can't skip, 
annoying copy protection, and a quit function that's far 
too easy to access accidentally. Add this to the fact that 
you have to reboot (and go through all the intro 
rigmarole) after every game, and you find yourself with a 
game which will be consigned to the bin within 60 
minutes of purchase. 

The whole thing's about as sexy as ‘that’ Benetton 
ad, and it doesn't even have the saving grace of being

16-bit games fans have been waiting with bated breath for 
this game for so long now that several hundred of them 
have died of suffocation. The promised excursion into 
cutie arcade platform game territory from the legendary 
Bitmap Brothers has been the subject of more breathless 
speculation and hype than any other game | can 
remember and now, at last, it's ready. And it's Incredible. 
Not incredibly good, though... 

Magic Pockets is a game which is bursting at the 
seams with gorgeous graphics, nice touches. clever 
gameplay ideas and attention to detail. It's also one of the 
dullest games I've ever encountered on a 16-bit machine 
(or any other kind for that matter), and I've played some 
real doozies. The programming is practically flawless, but 
somewhere along the line the Bitmaps have failed to spot 
that there just isn’t a game in here! 

Magic Pockets promised to be the Bitmaps’ answer 
to Rainbow Islands, but it's just Gods in baseball boots. 
Gods at least had a feel that fitted the storyline, but if the 
Bitmaps think this is what a cute arcade game looks like 
then there's clearly a page missing under 'C' in their 
dictionary. They haven't been able to resist packing this 
game with their trademark metallic graphics, and it's 
given the game a look that's as much in keeping with it's 
professed style as Shadow Of The Beast would have had 
with Tiki the kiwi from New Zealand Story as the main 
character. 

When you get into the gameplay, what you find is 
something which reminded me of nothing so much as 
Gremlin's dire Impossamole. Slow, trudging movement 
and baddies which have to be shot several times before 
they die don't make for an action-packed thrill-a-minute 
arcade game, especially when half the time the baddies

can't actually reach you to do you апу harm. This leaves 
the Bitmap Kid (the hero of the game) standing around for 
Jong periods, lobbing missiles at a trapped enemy with 
the joystick on autofire and the mind of the player on 
what's for dinner, or what's on TV later, or why the hell 
he's sitting here putting up with such utter tedium. 

Progressing on through the levels, nothing much 
changes except that the levels become bigger and more 
unfocussed, with devious gameplay design replaced by 
ever-increasing numbers of harder-to-kill baddies. Later 
worlds are full of clever little features (raining clouds, 
growing plants, Speedball helmets, etc) designed to make 
players go ‘Ooh, that's clever’ and distract them from the 
hopelessly hackneyed design and boring, boring, boring 
gameplay 


The fact is, if this game came from some crappy 
European software house and didn't have the strikingly 
cute graphics, it would receive a deserved pasting all 
round and sink into obscurity faster than the deely 
bopper (remember those?). But no, it's from the Bros and 
it looks pretty so it's the best game In the world, In a few 
weeks’ time game players all over the country will be 
sitting In their bedrooms with their copy of this and 
thinking ‘Is that it? Is that what all the fuss was about?', 
but no-one will say anything for fear of being the little boy 
who noticed the King had no clothes.
